SLAIN 9-YEAR-OLD GIRL

TUCSON, Ariz. Nine-year-old Christina Green was 
ambitious, and she liked to be in charge. 

She was the only girl on her Little League base- 
ball team in Tucson, Ariz.— and she told others 
she wanted to be the first woman to play in the 
major leagues. Most believed she could do it, 
someday 

But her life was cut short by a gunman’s bul- 
let Saturday as she attended a congresswoman’s 
meet-and-greet in a supermarket parking lot. 

Christina’s family, friends and hundreds of 
mourners filed in to the St. Elizabeth Ann Seton 
Catholic Church in Tucson for a funeral service 
early Thursday afternoon, all of them passing 
under a giant American flag that was recovered 
in the aftermath of the terror attacks in New 


York on Sept, n, 2001 — the day Christina was 
born. 

The young girl had just been elected to the stu- 
dent council at Mesa Verde Elementary School, 
and a neighbor— impressed with Christina’s civic 
interest— took her to the event to meet Rep. Ga- 
brielle Giffords. 

“Imagine: here was a young girl who was just 
becoming aware of our democracy; just begin- 
ning to understand the obligations of citizenship; 
just starting to glimpse the fact that someday 
she, too, might play a part in shaping her na- 
tion’s future,” President Obama said at a memo- 
rial service Wednesday night for those killed and 
wounded in the shooting. 

“She had been elected to her student council; 
she saw public service as something exciting, 
something hopeful,” the president said. “She was 
off to meet her congresswoman, someone she 
was sure was good and important and might be 
a role model.” 

Giffords, along with 12 others, was wounded 


when the gunman opened fire. Six people— in- 
cluding Christina— were killed. 

Police say suspect Jared Loughner, 22, had 
complained for years about Giffords, after appar- 
ently getting a response he didn’t like after asking 
her a question at a 2007 event. 

The shooting set off a political firestorm across 
the country, with pundits charging that extreme 
partisan politics somehow played a role in the 
mass killing. 

The president noted that Christina was just 
beginning to discover the political system— some- 
thing she saw “through the eyes of a child, un- 
dimmed by the cynicism or vitriol that we adults 
all too often just take for granted. 

“I want us to live up to her expectations. I want 
our democracy to be as good as Christina imag- 
ined it. I want America to be as good as she imag- 
ined it,” Obama said. 

‘All of us— we should do everything we can 
do to make sure this country lives up to our chil- 
dren’s expectations.”

Police believe they 
may have found a black bag that 
caused an argument between 
Arizona shooting suspect Jared 
Lee Loughner and his father 
hours before Loughner allegedly 
shot 19 people, killing six and 
wounding 13, authorities said 
Thursday 

A teenager out walking his dog 
found the bag in a dry river bed 
Thursday morning and turned 
it over to a neighbor, who called 
police, Pima County Sheriff’s 
Department Capt. Chris Nanos 
said. The bag was found near 
where Loughner ’s family lives, he 
said. 

On Wednesday, Richard Kas- 
tigar, bureau chief for the sher- 
iff’s department, said investi- 
gators were looking for a black 
bag Loughner was carrying early 
Saturday when he had a brief 
discussion with his father, Ran- 
dy Loughner, in the Loughners’ 
front yard. 

“The father asked him ques- 
tions similar to ‘What are you 
doing? What is that?’ and Jared 
mumbled something back to his 
dad, and his dad said he didn’t un- 
derstand what was said,” Kastigar 
said. “It was unintelligible, and 
then Jared left.” 

The elder Loughner got in his 
vehicle and tried to follow his 
son, but could not find him, Kas- 
tigar said. 

Police are not sure if the bag 
actually is the one involved in 
the Saturday incident, but “we 
are stopping our search for it in 
the desert areas around {Lough- 
ner’s} home until we determine 
whether the bag is really his,” Na- 
nos said. 

The bag will be tested for 
DNA, fingerprints, hair— any- 
thing that might link it to Lough- 
ner. They also likely will show it 
to Randy Loughner to see if he 
recognizes it, Nanos said.

My dignity 
or a sandwich 

The list of places I no longer can go is growing. No, I am not banned 
for getting drunk and dancing on the bar. In fact, it’s the opposite— I 
am boycotting certain businesses based on what I feel are unfair or 
discriminatory policies. 

Most recently and prominently, this has been an issue with Target 
and Chick-fil-A, both of which ruffled a few pink feathers in the 
LGBT community for direct and indirect financial contributions to 
organizations and politicians opposed to same-sex marriage. 

The problem is that I really like some of these places. It’s like over- 
hearing your best friend telling a horrible gay joke while your back is 
turned. Not cool. 

So do I sacrifice my morals for good deals and spicy chicken meals, 
or do I stick to my guns? 

The internal struggle between standing up for your beliefs and 
saving money can be exhausting. By definition, companies are in 
business to make money and they can’t please every creed. But at the 
same time, why should I continue to spend my money at a place that 
refuses to give back to me? I don’t want to be considered a “bad gay” 
if I choose not to boycott, but who even knows which companies say 
“It’s OK to be gay” and which don’t? 

Luckily, the Human Rights Campaign has a 2011 equality guide that 
can help you decide where— or, more appropriately, where not— to 
shop. The online guide (hrc.org/buyersguide2011) ranks thousands of 
national businesses on a scale of zero to 100 based on policies pertain- 
ing to the LGBT community. 

I was shocked at some corporations that received terrible scores, 
such as Trader Joe’s and Nestle. The Hanes brand received a zero! (To 
be fair, the HRC indicates that Hanes, Trader Joe’s and Nestle did not 
respond to its survey) If that ranking reflects reality, who does Hanes 
think is buying hosiery? Not women. It’s the drag queens who are 
cracking open a pair of Leggs for a night on the town. 

The reality is there is pressure in the liberal and gay communities to 
keep up with these boycotts and forgo places such as Wal-Mart, which 
scores a 40, in favor of Walgreens, which scores a perfect 100. 

It’s easy when the company is a retailer. But what do you do when 
the organization helps thousands of people a year? 

The Salvation Army, while helping needy families and the home- 
less, and providing disaster relief, discriminates against homosexuals 
by stating on its website that “marriage ... is the loving union for life 
of one man and one woman to the exclusion of all others.” Should I 
withhold any donations? The irony, of course, is that the Salvation 
Army has a training facility in Boystown. 

Ultimately I have decided to shop at Target again, although less 
frequently The company still scores fairly high on the HRC ranking (85) 
and has a history of supporting diversity but I am keeping tabs on its 
policies. Plus, I just can’t live without Archer Farms lemon drop cookies.

Quinn signs 
tax increase

Gov: Quinn followed through Thursday on his vow to sign 
the 67 percent increase in the personal state income tax as 
soon as it hit his desk. 

The personal income tax rate immediately rose from 
3 percent to 5 percent. The corporate income tax rate rose 
immediately from 4.8 percent to 7 percent. 

Quinn, House Speaker Michael Madigan and Senate 
President John Cullerton— all Chicago Democrats— mus- 
cled the tax hike through in the eleventh hour of the lame- 
duck legislature. They wanted to fill a more than $6 billion 
hole in the state budget, help pay old bills and send more 
money to schools. Only Democrats voted for the bills. 

Quinn said he would sign the bill as soon as he physi- 
cally received it from lawmakers. He got it Thursday The 
increases are retroactive to Jan. 1. 

Asked what she thought of Quinn’s quick signature, 
Senate Minority Leader Christine Radogno (R-Lemont) 
said Illinoisans will quickly feel the effect in their pay- 
checks. 

Republicans thought the tax hike was a “bad idea. ... 
State government ought to be contracting, not expand- 
ing,” Radogno said.

WASHINGTON President Obama’s emotional speech 
Wednesday addressing the Tucson tragedy was penned in 
part by Chicagoan Cody Keenan, a Northwestern Univer- 
sity graduate. 

White House spokesman Robert Gibbs had praise for 
Keenan while aboard Air Force One as it traveled back to 
Washington late Wednesday night. 

According to a Northwestern Magazine feature called 
“Wildcats in the White House,” Keenan earned a bachelor’s 
degree in political science there and later earned a master’s 
in public policy from Harvard’s Kennedy School of Govern- 
ment. 

Keenan, 30, was born in Chicago and grewup in Evanston 
and Wilmette, according to a White House spokesman. 

He was an intern and legislative assistant for the late Sen. 
Ted Kennedy of Massachusetts from 2004-07 and became 


an intern with the Obama presidential campaign in 2007, 
the magazine said. He became a campaign speechwriter in 
2008, it said. 

Today he’s a $75,ooo-a-year presidential speechwriter, 
public records show. 

According to Gibbs, Obama probably had his “first con- 
versations” with Keenan late on Monday 

‘And what they usually do is the president will— they’ll 
bring a laptop in and the president will download a little bit 
on what he’d like to say” 

Obama sent edits back to Keenan about 1 a.m. Wednes- 
day Gibbs said, and work on the speech continued through 
the day. “They made edits even after we landed in Arizona,” 
he noted. 

Gibbs called Keenan a “proud Northwestern fan.” 

Asked if Obama felt good about the speech, Gibbs had 
two words: “He did.” 


City Council OKs 
concussion rule

Student athletes at Chicago schools who show symptoms 
of a concussion won’t be able to return to their sports 
without the permission of a medical professional under a 
measure approved Thursday by the City Council. 

The rule would apply to all public and private schools 
that get free water and sewer service from the city Schools 
that don’t comply would start getting billed for those ser- 
vices. 

Chicago Public Schools already require that student 
athletes be removed from the playing field during a game 
if they display symptoms of concussion, which can include 
headache, dizziness or memory loss. 

But the new measure, supported by CPS officials, won’t 
allow students to return to either practice or play until 
they get a note from a doctor or certified athletic trainer 
saying it’s OK. 

The Illinois High School Association, which governs 
high school sports in Illinois, last year passed a rule that 
gives any official, coach or trainer who suspects a player of 
having a concussion the authority to remove that player 
from the game. The player can return to the game only if 
cleared by a medical professional.

Candidate Watkins 
fights for recognition

Patricia Watkins is not a “name brand” 
candidate in the race for Chicago mayor, 
but now that the field has been narrowed 
to six, the longtime community activist 
hopes to get more attention. 

“I’m not a run-of-the-mill candidate,” 
said Watkins, 53, a Pentecostal minister. “I 
didn’t come out of nowhere. I was never 
given any consideration because there 
were so many name-brands in the race.” 

In a race still dominated by household 
names, including former White House 
chief of staff Rahm Emanuel and former 
U.S. Sen. Carol Moseley Braun, Watkins has 
found it difficult to get her message to reg- 
ister. Her work on the West and South sides 
tells her the city’s problems— crime, failing 
schools and struggling neighborhoods — are 
not “high-level issues, they are grass roots.” 

“None of them are connected to the 
community,” Watkins said of her rivals, all 
current or former public officials. “They 
were all a part of the system that failed us.” 

But Watkins’ opponents are ahead of 
her in rolling out their platforms and stat- 
ing their vision for succeeding retiring 
Mayor Daley in the Feb. 22 election. Wat- 
kins, a first-time candidate, has spent more 
of her time attending community forums 
and introducing herself to voters in neigh- 
borhoods. 

Watkins plans to unveil initiatives on 
education, transportation, the budget and 
economic development in the coming 
weeks, her campaign spokeswoman said. 

On Thursday, she announced her “open 


government” platform. But the plan con- 
sisted of a statement that was short on the 
kind of specifics more experienced candi- 
dates already have offered. 

“City government has been disconnect- 
ed from the citizenry for far too long, and 
taxpayers have paid a high price,” Watkins 


said at a bookstore in Beverly, far from the 
city center where candidates often hold 
media events. “Right now, Chicago holds 
the dubious title of the ‘capital of corrup- 
tion.’ Establishing an open and transpar- 
ent government is the first step toward 
recovery”

The secret 
to sapping 
stress/

Stressed out about school? A simple trick could 
help. 

A team of University of Chicago psychologi- 
cal scientists found that high school and col- 
lege students who jotted down their worries for 
10 minutes before exam time avoided chok- 
ing under the pressure. In fact, they performed 
markedly better. 

In a study released Thursday in the journal Sci- 
ence, Sian Beilock and Gerardo Ramirez asked 
half a class of freshmen facing their first final ex- 
ams to write down their concerns about the up- 
coming test while other students journaled about 
an unrelated topic. 

Students who wrote about their stress scored 
as well or better than those who didn’t, scoring an 
average B-plus compared with a B -minus. 

The researchers repeated the experiment a 
year later with the same results. 

“It’s getting negative thoughts and worries 
down on paper that seems to be the benefit,” said 
Beilock, author of “Choke: What the Secrets of 
the Brain Reveal About Getting It Right When 
You Have To.” 

The idea is to clear the working memory — sort 
of a mental scratch pad in the brain— of worries 
that interfere with the cognitive resources need- 
ed for the task at hand. Beilock likens it to a com- 
puter with two dozen programs running at once. 

Committing concerns to paper seems to clear 
all that away, setting up teens to earn top scores 
when it most counts. 

“There’s lots of stress in terms of getting the 
right marks, getting the right grades to excel,” 
Beilock said. “The nice thing here is students can 
write on their own.” 


4 charged in gang rape of teen

A girl raped by three teenagers and a 
22-year-old pleaded that she was only 14 
during an attack her assailants recorded on 
a cell phone camera, prosecutors said dur- 
ing a bond hearing Thursday for one of the 
suspects. 

Vicente Hernandez, 22, of Cicero, was 
ordered held on $600,000 bail after being 
charged with aggravated criminal sexual as- 
sault. The three other suspects — Majeed Khal- 
ifeh, 18; Jonathan Leanos, 19; and a 16-year-old 
boy— were charged as adults Wednesday 


Police say Leanos met the girl on a 
MySpace page last summer, and they met 
several times before Leanos took her to his 
house Saturday When she refused to have 
sex, Leanos raped her, then took her along 
when he drove to pick up Khalifeh and 
Hernandez, police said. They returned to 
Leanos’ house, where they were met by the 
16 -year-old, police said. 

When Hernandez took the girl into a 
bedroom and locked the door, she told him 
she was only 14, prosecutors said. Hernan- 
dez assaulted her and broke her cell phone 


before leaving the room, prosecutors said 
in court. 

Khalifeh and the boy then went into the 
room and assaulted the girl while Hernan- 
dez and Leonas used their cell phones to 
record the attack, prosecutors said. Leanos 
then allegedly raped the girl again. 

Hernandez’s lawyer portrayed his client 
as a family man working two jobs to support 
his girlfriend and two daughters. Attorney 
Marco Raimondi requested that Hernan- 
dez be released on $50,000 bail, arguing his 
client posed no flight risk.

Feds explore 
new tax refunds 

□ WASHINGTON The federal government 
wants to say goodbye to the paper tax-re- 
fund check, and on Thursday it launched a pilot 
program to let some people receive their money 
on a debit card. 

Next week, the Treasury Department will send 
letters to 600,000 low- and moderate-income 
taxpayers, offering them the option of signing up 
for a special MyAccountCard Visa pre-paid debit 
card. There are two goals: save the government 
the expense of mailing paper checks while pro- 
viding taxpayers without bank accounts quicker 
access to their refunds. In 2010, the Treasury 
^ Department said it spent $40 million to mail ap- 
proximately 45 million paper tax-refund checks.

The die-hard Bears fan, who’s been along for the ride this roller-coaster season 
as the Bears have dominated some teams while finding themselves dominated by 
others, is cautiously optimistic about his favorite team’s chances for Super Bowl 
glory in the postseason, which for Chicago gets under way this weekend.

As 
the Bears gear up for a playoff rematch against 
the Seahawks at noon Sunday at Soldier Field, 
Chicagoans are waiting with bated breath to 
see how far the Monsters of the Midway can 
go. Sure, Las Vegas likes the Bears this week, 
making them cfA-point favorites over Seattle, 
which prevailed in the teams’ last meeting in 
October. And betting guide pregame.com 
gives the Bears an 11 percent chance to go all 
the way to the Super Bowl next month in Ar- 
lington, Texas. But fans? Divided they stand. 

Take Ramon Rodriguez, 42, of Archer 
Heights, who’s become a believer after hav- 
ing low expectations for a team that last year 


posted a 7-9 record and a third-place finish. 
He expected the Bears to go 8-8 this year. 

“If you would have told me they would have 
been 11-5, 1 would have said you were crazy,” 
said Rodriguez, who is toying with the idea 
of making the trip to Dallas should the Bears 
go all the way to the championship game at 
Cowboys Stadium. “They proved me wrong.” 

Of course, not everyone shares in the op- 
timism. Beth Effig, 40, of Streeterville, was 
wearing a Walter Payton jersey while watching 
the Bears’ final regular-season game against 
Green Bay at a bar this month, but she doesn’t 
see this team repeating what the late, great 
running back and the rest of the 1985 Bears did 
when they won the Super Bowl in 1986. 

“Honestly it’ll be tough,” she said of the 
team’s chances to power through the playoffs. 
“The home-field advantage is promising, but 
if I were a betting girl, I wouldn’t bet on them

A long time in the making, The Green Hornet* finally hits the big screen

When Seth Rogen announced in 2007 that he 
would co-write and star in a 3-D, action-com- 
edy version of “The Green Hornet/* some 
folks expressed apprehensions and many, dis- 
appointment. 

At the time, comic actor Rogen looked 
more like the Pillsbury Doughboy than a 
masked, buff crime fighter. Movie audiences 
could see that he’d get his butt kicked, but 
could they believe him as someone who could 
kick butt? 

Fans at this summer’s Comic-Con Inter- 
national weren’t convinced, either, as many 
stampeded out of the movie’s Q&A panel and 
enraged director Michel Gondry 

“Their values are fascistic,” he told the 
British newspaper The Guardian. “When 
you step into this genre, they feel it belongs 
to them. They want you to conform, or they 
won’t like you. They want the conventional. 
But it’s fine. The movie’s been doing very well, 
I think, whenever we’ve screened it to normal 
people.” 

“Normal people” can judge for themselves 
Friday, when the unconventional slacker-dude 
take on the character opens in theaters. Ro- 
gen, best known for his roles in Judd Apa- 
tow comedies, becomes the latest in a line 


of Green Hornets stretching from 1930s ra- 
dio to a fondly remembered 1960s TV series 
starring Van Williams as Britt Reid, aka the 
Green Hornet, and a then-unknown Bruce 
Lee as his martial artist sidekick, Kato. The 
show made future superstar Lee a household 
name, offered up the gadget-packed Black 
Beauty, a customized 1966 Chrysler Imperial 
that outdid James Bond’s Aston Martin, and 
introduced the catchphrase “Let’s roll, Kato!” 

In the new version, Rogen plays Britt Reid/ 
Green Hornet and Taiwanese superstar Jay 
Chou plays Kato, an employee of Britt’s fa- 
ther who teams up with Britt to fight crime. 
Cameron Diaz stars as his secretary Lenore 
Case, and Oscar winner Christoph Waltz 
plays the film’s criminal kingpin, Chudnofsky 

“He’s just, like, a rich, bored dude,” the 
“Pineapple Express” star said in 2007, “who 
has decided to become a superhero. ... He’s 
a billionaire and he’s a playboy but he’s re- 
ally, like, a normal guy who really has no real 
reason to be the Green Hornet, other than he 
really wants to be a superhero, which I really 
relate to.” 

The new film’s gadgets— it used 29 1964-66 
Imperials for Black Beauty— stunts and ac- 
tion may compensate for all the pre-release 
qualms fans have felt over Rogen in the title 


role. Rogen, perhaps wisely in that context, 
is keeping a relatively low profile in terms of 
promoting the picture, declining interviews, 
although RedEye did attend a news confer- 
ence in Culver City, Calif, where Rogen 
talked briefly about the film, which originally 
was slated for release in summer 2009 and has 
been moved six times since. 

Rogen said he and his staff did a “ton of 
research” to accumulate ideas on how they 
wanted to tweak the story He listened to 
the radio serials, read the comic books and 
watched the old TV show. 

“There are some tips of the hat to the pre- 
vious incarnations of it,” Rogen said, adding 
that he wanted to make Britt a slacker play- 
boy wannabe to subvert the comic-book 
genre movie. 

“In order to play with a lot of those ideas, 
you have to be very aware of what they are 
in the first place and that they exist and ac- 
knowledge them to some degree,” he said. “So 
to us, we kind of wanted to dance on the line 
between being a comic book movie and com- 
menting on a comic book movie.” 

All those “normal people” are ready to 
judge how well Rogen and Co. danced on that

No dilemma’ 
on watching 
this film 

Longtime best friends Ronny (Vince Vaughn) and 
Nick (Kevin James) have to focus on a major career 
opportunity, which is tough when Ronny who has 
commitment fears of his own with his girlfriend (Jen- 
nifer Connelly), spots Nick’s wife (Winona Ryder) 
with another man (Channing Tatum). Should Ronny 
break the news to Nick and risk jeopardizing a big 
deal, or hold his tongue until the work is complete? 

The buzz: The Chicago-set film was shot here last 
summer and features Vaughn’s best starring per- 
formance in years, which is to say his only starring 
performance in years (he’s been coasting too long in 
junk such as “Couples Retreat” and “Fred Claus”). 
Director Ron Howard hasn’t helmed a comedy in 
a decade and writer Allan Loeb (“21,” “Wall Street: 
Money Never Sleeps,” “The Switch”) has never 
written a good film, but at least they’ve got a couple 
real-deal dramatic actresses on board to carry the 
emotional load. Controversy over the film’s argu- 
ably offensive line calling electric cars “gay” has, to a 
degree, quieted. 



The verdict: “That was more than just a comedy,” 
one moviegoer said after last week’s world premiere 
screening in Chicago. Actually “The Dilemma” is 
less than a comedy There are barely any jokes, and 
other than the need for honesty, Loeb (really this 
guy’s gotta go) doesn’t know anything about love or 
marriage. The film is both over the top and low key, 
mean-spirited and vulnerable, violent and earnest. 
Save for a well-acted scene here and a basic under- 


standing of friendship there, the film and its deeply 
unsatisfying ending aren’t much of anything at all.

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Empty promises 


'Mr. Immortality: 
The Life and Times 
of Twista’ nr

Twenty years ago, West Side 
native Twista was destroying ev- 
eryone who challenged him to rap 
battles on the streets. For most of 
the past decade, he’s collaborated 
with major artists such as Kanye 
West, Chris Brown and more. 

The buzz: It would be great to learn more about the local rapper’s 
challenges on his rise to fame and, as he expresses his goal to represent 
his hometown in the music industry how he compares to the city’s 
other rap stars such as Kanye, Common, Lupe Fiasco and Rhymefest. 
Director Vlad Yudin’s (“Big Pun: The Legacy”) documentary doesn’t 
mention any of those artists, though, nor does it talk to any objective 
interview subjects who don’t personally know and love Twista. 

The verdict: Twista continually talks about wanting to help people, 
but “Mr. Immortality” never suggests he gives back by doing anything 
other than sometimes hanging out on the West Side. He may have the 
fastest mouth in hip-hop, but Twista isn’t the only rapper to experi- 
ence a poor childhood in a rough neighborhood. The film doesn’t 
identify its subject’s unique experiences and spends far too much of 
its 70 -minute running time on insight-free generalities about profes- 
sional success and violence in Chicago. What is Twista doing to “take 
back the streets”? How is he developing more opportunities for kids 
in his neighborhood other than rapping? According to “Mr. Immor- 
tality,” he’s usually too focused on weed to talk about it in any detail.

A magician’s gig isn’t 
working out so well in

The buzz: Writer-director Sylvain Chomet helmed 
2003’s masterful animated feature “The Triplets of 
Belleville.” For his long-awaited feature-length fol- 
low-up, Chomet has adapted an unproduced script 


by French director/actor Jacques Tati from 1956. 

The verdict: Where “Belleville” was a delightful 
mission, “The Illusionist” is a nostalgic pout, as 
its star finds himself outperformed by everything 
from pompous rock bands to, sigh, a jukebox. The 
mostly wordless movie, lacking much meat or story 
is all about the details, capturing the quiet beauty 
of a silent act in a loud world through beautiful 
animation. The relationship between the charac- 
ters never feels as rich as Chomet’s canvas, twinkly 
and bittersweet like a glass of wine on a winter 
afternoon.

Diaz far from distressed 
damsel in ‘Green Hornet’

In comic-book stories, the hero almost always 
gets the girl. That’s not the case, however, 
for Seth Rogen’s masked hero in “The Green 
Hornet.” 

The “girl” in the 3-D action-comedy is Cam- 
eron Diaz, who plays Lenore Case, the sexy 
assistant to Britt Reid, a newspaper owner by 
day and Green Hornet by night. Not only is 
Lenore a capable assistant, but she does some 
major damage with an umbrella while ward- 
ing off the clumsy advances of her boss and his 
sidekick, Kato (Jay Chou). 

“It was a lot of fun,” Diaz said, recalling the 
scene at a news conference in Culver City Ca- 
lif., with co-stars Rogen, Chou and Christoph 
Waltz. “I clearly can beat up both of them in 
real life. We had to kind of gauge how capable 
Lenore was and whether or not she had any 
moves. ... Basically I got to beat them over the 
head with an umbrella for nearly half a day” 

Rogen agreed, adding, “I think we broke a 
few umbrellas!” 

“They took it like men,” Diaz joked. 

Co-screenwriter Rogen opted for umbrella 
battles over romantic entanglements to keep 
the action film from turning into a boring 
yarn. 

“It was our instinct that Kato should wind 
up with the girl, but Cameron, actually, had 
the amazing idea that no one should end up 


with the girl, which was really funny” Rogen 
said, laughing. “It serves the friendship be- 
tween me and Jay more.” 

The change provided more humor, Rogen 
said, because Britt and Kato think they are 
competing for Lenore when neither one real- 
ly has a chance. Diaz was happy to change up 
the predictable story line in which the hero 
gets the girl. 

“That just felt really outdated,” she said. 
“They always end up with the girl, so what is 
the girl there for but to serve them? She is ac- 
tually an integral part of them accomplishing 
what they accomplish. That’s the purpose of 
her in the story rather than just being the arm 
candy” 

With that element missing Diaz, who 
was working on “Knight and Day” with Tom 
Cruise while shooting “Hornet,” was unaware 
that she actually was appearing in two action 
flicks. 

“I didn’t realize it was such a huge action 
movie because I came in the first week of 
shooting and the last week of shooting and 
all of my bits — there was no action,” she said. 
“So I went away and made another movie 
with a lot of action. When I came back I was, 
like, ‘How did this happen? How did I not 
know this?’ ” 

She didn’t get it even after taking the Hor- 
net’s gadget-filled car for a spin. 

“I got to drive the Black Beauty and I 
should have put two and two together and re- 
alized {what kind of movie it was},” she said 
with a laugh. “Now I get it!”

OK, I want Mel again; I’ve got an abso- 
lute doozy Charlie Sheen. O.J. Simpson— can he get a day out? Topical. 
I’m struggling now I’m really struggling. Pol Pot, Stalin. ... Imagine if 
they did? Imagine if the Hollywood Foreign Press just went mental and 
they got in a few dictators, a couple of murderers, it would be amazing! 

I just realized I’ve been very blase, but I just got an adrenaline rush 
because it’s only a few weeks away and I haven’t written a thing.

spired dishes drew attention from 
well outside the neighborhood, 
and the autumn departure of origi- 
nal chef David Carrier brought 
the restaurant back into the news 
again. Then a Michelin Bib Gour- 
mand award (the global guide’s nod 
to “a very good value”) arrived in 
November just as former chef de 
cuisine Andrew Brochu (Pops for 
Champagne, Alinea) was settling 
into his new role to executive chef. 
With a flurry of new dishes just 
added to Brochu’s winter menu, 
what better time to taste how Kith 
& Kin is carrying on? 

We can’t stop thinking about ... the de- 
liciously smoky grilled tomato soup ($9), 
which is just decadent enough thanks 
to a few brioche croutons and teeny tiny 
cubes of Cheddar. Like a grilled cheese 
sandwich and tomato soup all in one 
bowl, it’s simple but so smart. 

The “sounds weird, tastes good” 
award goes to ... celery root soup ($10), 
a creamy chowder with a one-two crunch 
and punch from honey-roasted cashews 


The food: Hearty pasta 
and Italian classics that 
really taste homemade. 
All the recipes came 
from Gennaro’s, a Little 
Italy ’hood favorite that 
closed last year, so these 
plates are time-test- 
ed and (somebody’s) 
mother-approved.

We were surprised by ... how much we 
loved the salads. Eating a salad in the win- 
ter appeals to us about as much as waiting 
for the bus in ankle-deep slush. But Brochu’s 
clever salads have a richness about them that 
feels cold weather-appropriate. The deviled 
egg salad ($14) is his take on a Lyonnaise salad 
(the traditional French combo of frisee, bacon 
and poached egg), with slivers of candied duck 
draped over the retro hors d’oeuvres. The fried 
pickle salad combines huge house-made dill 
pickles with crunchy romaine, spicy water- 
cress and buttermilk ranch dressing to drizzle 
over it all ($13). We’ve tried the fried pickles and 
deviled eggs at plenty of other spots (most 
recently Lillie’s Q and Sable, respectively), but 
we’ve never had either quite like this. 


We’re so glad we ordered the ... crawfish ag- 
nolotti ($16). The love child of etouffee and ravi- 
oli, these parmesan-dusted pasta pockets are 
the perfect Italian-Cajun mash-up.

In a dining scene 
where everyone’s still quite obsessed with 
piggy delights, it’s cool to see a chef making 
sausage from lobster for the seafood cassoulet. 

We weren’t blown away by ... the desserts. 

We liked the unexpectedly light texture of the 
chilled peanut butter pie ($7), but couldn’t co- 
erce it into sticking to its pretzel crust on our 
fork. A brioche sticky bun ($6) would make a 
tasty start to brunch, but it somehow didn’t feel 
right as a dessert until we dipped it on the bit- 
tersweet chocolate sauce accompanying the 
pie. 

Bottom line: With its warm-you-up soups, 
down-to-earth service and comforting flavors, 
Kith & Kin is in a great winter-weather groove.
